which they attributed the property of remov- 
ing wrinkles. Her next care was to efface 
any ted spots, with a piece of red cloth, steep- 
ed .n oil of roses, and to remove freckles with 
a scrap ng of shcep-skin, mixed with the 
honey of Corsica, to which was sometimes 
added the powder of frankincense. This 


provided with a pair of pincers, with which 

mercilessiy plucked even the mir-i1test 
hairs from the face of her mistress. The 
duty of the toilette over, that of the teeth 
commence’. When fresh water was found 
insufficient to cleanse them, they were rub- 
bed with grated pumice-stone, or marble 
dust, 2 method still employed. Th« 
tooth-brushes was unknown at that period, and 
the coquettes of the time, like those of the 
present day, replaced the teeth they lost with 
false ones, which were fastened with gold.— 
To heal or prevent chaps in the lips, they 
rubbed them with the inside of the shzep 
skin, covered with a gall-nut ointment- or, 
what was better still, with the ashes of a burnt 
mouse, mixed with fennel root. The teeth 
being cleaned, a fourth class of slaves appear- 
ed, to colour the eye lashes, eye-brows, and 
hair, according to the age or taste of the 
lady. This last part of the operations of the 
toilette ended, a slave spread a red pomade 
on the lips of her mistress, to heighten their 
freshness and bloom, whilst another present- 
eda round mirror, ornamented with precious 
stones, and held by a handle of mother-of- 
pearl; which mirror, from the want of glass, 
was formed of a composition of several metals, 
to which was given an exquisite polish; they 
were sometimes so large as to reflect the 
person from head to foot.

ALGERINE JUSTICE. 

Mauomer Errenns, Dey of Algiers, about 
the middle of the last century, was rec- 
koned the most able and likewise the mest 
equitable of those princes who have for many 
years governed the Algerines. His promotion 
to anroany was involuntary; for he no 
doubt dreaded the fate of his predecessors, of 
whom no less than twenty-three ; gprnany by 
violent deaths. He was compelled, neverthe- 
less, by the janissaries, to accept of a digni- 
ty which, notwithstanding his justice and 
sagacity, proved as fatal to himself as to for- 
mer princes; for he also, a short time after 
his advancement, fell by assassination. The 
following instance of his justice, in which, 
however, the procedure was somewhat sum- 
mary, is accounted an instance of his sagacity. 
Slaves, — the Algerines, are permitted, 
(on paying their masters a certain sum,) to 
earn money for themselves, by shop-keeping 
or otherwise, This they may, and very fre- 

uently do, employ in purchas:ng their free- 
lea A slave named Alinoolal:, kept an oil 
shop, and found his gains increase so very 
fast, that he soon accumulated seventy se- 
"quins, amounting to about thirty pounds ster- 
ling. Another fifty sequins would have pro- 
cured his freedom. Fearing, however, as he 
was thought wealthy, that he might be rob- 
bed, and have no redress, he gave his moncy 
in trust to a Moor, Who lived in the neigh- 
bourbood, and in whose ip, as well

console themselves with the reflection, that a 
link had been withdrawn from the chain which 
bound their hearts to this delusive and transi- 
tory world; and that in proportion as their 
friends dropped away, they would feel more 
ready and willing to die than they had done 
while the former were in existence.” This 
seems a very plausible scheme of yours my 
love,” replied Mr. Monti; “ however, ] am 
glad you cannot put it in execution.

His complexion was pale, and his hair quite 
grey—being short sighted, he constantly 
wore glasses. By all accounts, he was tranquil 
and resigned. It is said that it required six- 
teen thousand pounds annually to pay the in- 
terest on the amount of his forgeries. At 
three o’clock in the afternoon, the undertak- 
er employe: by the family of the unfortu- 
nate gentleman, arrived at Newgate to de- 
mand the body of Mr. Fauntleroy of the Go- 
vernor. It was immediately delivered over to 
him in the shell in which it bad been placed 
when removed from the scaffold. It was 
dressed, and the features appeared not to 
have undergone the least change. It was de- 
posited in a leaden coffin, and then in a su- 
perb case. The funeral was expected to be 
very private. Mr. F.’s life was insured in the 
Amicable Life Insurance Office for five thou- 
sand pounds. He appears to have possessed 
the esteem and contidence of all who became 
acquainted with him. He was in many in- 
stances appointed trustee and executor, and 
acted in the latter capacity to the late Mr. 
West, president of the Royal Academy. He 
observed to a friend, as a singular circum- 
stance, that Mr. Conant, who committed him, 
had been for many years his personal friend, 
and, but a short time before his commitment, 
he spe@™t an evening in the company of the 
judge who pronounced the awful sentence 
of the law upon him.

11. Perjury, $2000 fine, and five years im- 
prisonment at hard labour. Subornation there- 
of, one half of said imprisonment. 

12. Persons arraigned for crime, and re- 
fusing to plead, shall be tried nevertheless, 
if the charge is not capital. 

13. The use of state penitentiaries autho- 
rised at the expense of the United States. 

14. Security to be required by all the 
sourts, &e. 

15. Cashiers, clerks and servants of the 
Bank of the U. S. or branches, guilty of em- 
vezzlement, &c. shall be imprisoned, not ex- 
ceeding ten years, and pay a fine of $5000.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 
Nxtract of a letter, dated Harrisburg, Jan. 15.

Northampton county, remonstrating against 
the passage of an act, granting to the Lehigh 
Coal Company, or any other, the privilege 
of improving the river Delaware. 

‘* Yesterday, Mr. Emlen presented the me- 
morial of a number of merchants and traders 
of Philadelphia, remonstrating against the 
passage of a bill reported in the house of re- 
presentatives, respecting the measurement of 
salt, corn, and other articles. 

** Petitions were this day presented from 
several counties, and one by Mr. Groves, 
praying that an act may be passed incorpo- 
rating the Philadelphia Fire Insurance Com- 
pany. Mr. Groves, from the committee to 
whom was referred the memorial of the Penn- 
sylvania Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
and the petition of the Philadelphia Asylum 
for the Deaf and Dumb, made a report, con- 
cluding with a resolution to continue the 
bounty of the state to the Pennsylvania Insti- 
ution for several years. Mr. Smith, from 
Philadelpia, reported a bill for the seciirity 
of domestic manufactures, and the encourage- 
meht of poor mechanics engaged in them.

The 
committee having been authorised by coun- 
cils (by a resolution of the 16th of September 
last) to contract for such iron pipes as they 
might deem necessary for the year 1825, not 
exceeding $20,000, have accordingly co»- 
tracted for 480 pipes of 12 inches, 206 of 
10 inches, 52 of 6 inches, and 110 of 4 inches 
diameter, amounting to $14,500, and the ex- 
penses of lead, laying, &c. will amount to 
$7,250, which sum it is proposed to raise by 
loan. The cost of working the wheels and 
pumps at Fair Mount, falls short of the esti- 
mate, the expenses being only three dollars 
and seventy cents per day, for which, in case

Hayti.—The following is extracted from a 
letter written by a native of New England, 
now a citizen of Hayti. 

“It is to be regretted that agrics’ture is at 
present so much neglected on this island.— 
the male population are all soldiers and a 
great part of them are under arins. Many of 
the others are too lazy to work, and the cof- 
fee, sugur, and tobacco plantations are going 
to ruin. Coffee is left to rot under the trees. 
We have had a great emigration from the 
United States to thisisland. If the emigrants 
will devote themselves to the cultivation of 
the ground, they can soon become rich.— 
The people here are very polite and generally 
beiter dressed than the people of the United 
States. ‘The French and Spanish are the 
principal languages, but some Congo or “Gui- 
nea is spoken, 
nist. 
and clove trees, which grow here luxuriant. 
ly, and the pepper, of which we have various 
species, are among the more useful vegetable 


productions. the mineralogy of the island 
is interesting. We have several volcanic 
mountains. ‘here are on the island mines of 


gold and silver, but they are not permitted to 
be worked, as the policy of the nation is 
thought to require that its wealth should be 
obtained by the cultivation of the soil, which 
is very productive, and vields an ample reward 
to industry.” 





The following communication embraces a 
prospectus of the institution of a Boys’ ~chool 
at Kimberton, on a plan that will certainly 
succeed, It is not Lancasterian, because the 
scholars are not to be taught by one another; 
at least not so mainly as that system contem- 
plates. It is not a Fellenburgh school, be- 
canse labour is no part of the business, but 
allowed as the amusement and recreation of chil- 
dren. It is, as the proposal cxpresses it, an 
attempt to glean and adopt such parts of eve- 
ry system as are applicable and valuable, with 
a view of giving boys a liberal education with- 
out that single dependance wpon the school 
room, as is usual. Every one knows that a 
renter indulgenee cannot “be given to an 
active boy, than to allow him, occasionally, 
to take a part with men in their employments 
—and if such boys are among men whose 
duty will enjoin the extension of the neces- 
sary care to instruct and guard them from 
danger, we can readily believe they will ac- 
quire a knowledge of mechanical operations 
—of gardening, husbandry, &e.—that may 
be useful, in addition to the branches usually 
taught in Boarding Schools. 

We are informed, by Emmor Kimber, that 
as soon as the number of scholars will defray

the expense, they intend to introduce a Lain 
teacher, and generally to extend the plan, in 
proportion to the wants of the children.

Esrremep Frisxnos—It is believed to be a 
defect in every system of education, and par- 
ticularly in Boarding Schools, when boys are 
left too much alone, or to themselves, and 
have too much idle time: and that it may be 
remedied by having suitable employment, 
suitable objects to interest and engage their 
attention in the recess of school, and a proper 
number of assistants in the care, and in teach- 
ing. If this is correct, then a small school, 
under the care of one man, is defective, be- 
cause one man cannot be always with his 
pupils, And besides, as a small school will 
not afford means, I am aware that a sinall 
school, however desirable on some accounts, 
will not perfect, and fully develop the advan- 
tages to be derived from the following plan. 
Nevertheless, upon the solicitation of many 
friends, we have concluded to open a school 
for boys at this place, and without attempting 
implicitly to follow that of any other institu- 
tion in Europe or America, avail ourselves of 
what is practicable and valuable in any or all 
of them, so far as they may come to our know- 
ledge, and attempt simply to give boys aliberal 
education, without confiniug them to their 
seats in a school room so great a portion of 
their time, and without that single depen- 
dance upon instructions given there, as is 
usual—allowing sufficient time for relaxation, 
for rational and manly exercises, which pro- 
mote health and the vigour of their bodies, but 
none in which they will be idle, or where a 
teacher will not be with them as the compa- 
mon of their walks, their work, their study, 
and their play. In short, the plan will go to 
make the trial, whether boys, while at school, 
cannot be so interested in the garden, on the 
farm, and among mechanics, that when they 
retin home, they shall have a general know- 
ledge of those subjects, in addition to the 
branches usually taught in seminaries of learh- 
ing. And lastly, though not the least impar- 
tant design of the institution, is, so far as idle- 
ness corrupts the mind, to preserve children 
in innocency by teaching them industry, and 
teaching them too, if we can, that “to be 
good, is to be happy.”’ 

If enquiry be made what we intend to teach, 
I answer, every thing useful op, proper for 


young people to learn, to fit them for busi- |

without unnecessary exposure. 

After mature reflection, and special regard 
| had to the blessing and aid of a beneficent 
| Creator, “whose heritage children are,” we 
| have fitted up a school room, erected a build- 
ing for work-shops, and are ready to admit 
such scholurs as may be offered by those who 
approve the foregoing general outline of our 
pian. And we respectfully request you to 
communicate this information to those of your 
friends who take an interest in such subjects, 
and particularly to parents whose business or 
protessional engagements do not permit them 
to educate their children at home. 

It was at first intended, with a view to 
accommodate both sexes, to take no scholar 
over thirteen years of age; that restriction 
| has been taken off, and boys only will be ad- 
mitted. 

‘Terms, ten dollars entrance money, which 
will entitle a scholar to the use of mechanic 
tools, and all the implements of gardening 
and husbandry, during his stay at school ; 
thirty-five..dollars a quarter, payable in ad- 
wance for tuition, boarding, and washing.— 
Beds previded at the school without a sepa- 
rate chafge, but eaci boy to furnish his own 
bedding. Their clothing, including shoes, 
to be kept in repair, or furnished new, if re- 
quired, and the expense charged. And when 
the stucious and industrious habits, and gene- 
ral good behaviour of scliolars who are old 
enough to ride on horse-back, shall merit in- 
dulgence, a charge, not exceeding five dol- 
lars a year, will be made to defray the ex- 
pense of keeping two horses for their occa- 
siG al accommodation.
